It was 
indicated to me that this embodies substantially all matters that would 
affect this Bureau, and it was felt that it could be used as the basis of 
preliminary planning, so that when the final plans were available only 
minor changes would be necessary. I have gone through the plans and 
have marked and underscored, in pencil those parts believed particularly 
pertinent* to this Bureau.

several days before the Subcormitta e can be advised as to the 
views of the Attorney General pertcaining to the most desirable 
manner for obtaining the President r s signature to this 
Proclamation in an emergency * This was agreeable to the 
Subcommittee inasmuch as additionaZ information is being 
obtained by other members of the Subcommittee in connection 
with this matter in their respective departments and agencies * 
Sanders noted that there are several other documents which 
must be signed in the event of an emergency, but that they 
would not " trigger u action which must be taken by the FBI 
although they should be signed at an early date after an 
emergency arises * They were not listed for the Subcommittee*
